Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed computer program including, 
inter alia, a radar display fade algorithm which combines alpha blending and texture 
mapping for producing a slow fade on a radar display as claimed. 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed simulation system including, inter 
alia, a radar display fade algorithm which combines alpha blending and texture mapping 
for producing a slow fade on a radar display operatively interconnected as claimed. 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method for displaying realistic 
raw radar data signals including, inter alia, combining alpha blending and texture 
mapping for producing signals for a radar display as claimed. 

While alpha blending and texture mapping are well known techniques in the 
display art, the present invention, as claimed, including the combination of both 
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techniques in order to achieve a slow fade in a radar display in a radar simulation 
system cannot be fairly rendered obvious by the prior art.
